M. Charles Ernest Paulmier, member of

Ollivier, who was present, stepped forward 
to receive her. without waiting for 
any explanation, whipped out a revolver 
and fired twice.

Mme. Paulmier was taken into custody 
and when questioned coolly announced: 

“T wished to kill M. Millerand,” 

She explained that La Lanterne had 
Slandered herself and her husband because 
her husband had written the letter to 
Gen. Chanoine, Minister of War, with rei- 
erence to putting a stop to the attacks upon 
the army provoked by the Dreyfus affzir. 

The alleged slander published in La Lan- 
terne, in which reference was made to the 
conjugal relations of Mme, Paulmier and 
her husband, was contained in an articte 
written by a journalist named Turit, and 
not by M. Millerand or M. Ollivier. 

The article, it is presumed, was published 
without M. Millerand’s knowledge. 

One of the bullets fired by Mme. 
mier entered M. Ollivier’'s chest, and 
other struck him in the armpit. 

Mme. Paulmier is a tail blonde. She was 
a noted Parisian beauty and still retains 
much of her elegance. She is prominent in 
the best society in the capital. : 

After her arrest she said: 

‘‘Press polemics have reached too base a 
level when women and children are at- 
tacked. In the absence of r@y husband, 
there was no alternative for me, but to 
secure justice for myself. If every woman 
thus attacked would do as I have done it 
would make these ignoble wretches moe 
cautious.

PARIS, Sept. 24.—Mme, Paulmier, wife of 
M. Charles Ernest Paulmier, member of 
the Chamber of Deputies from the Depart- 
ment of Calvades, yesterday entered the of- 
fices of La Lanterne and asked to see M. 
Millerand. M. Millerand wae abseft and M. 
Ollivier, who was present, stepped forward 
to receive her. She, without waiting tor 
any explanation, whipped out a revolver 
and fired twice. M. Ollivier fell to the floor 
wounded. He was taken to a hospital. 

Mme. Paulmier was taken into custody 
and when questioned coolly announced: 

“TI wished to kill M. Millerand.” 

She explained that La lLanterne had 
slanderai herself and her husband becaus: 
her husband had written the letter to 
Gen. Chanoine, Minister of War, with ret- 
erence to putting a stop to the attacks upon 
the army provoked by the Dreyfus affxir. 

The alleged slander published in La L: 
terne, in which reference was made to 
conjugal relations of Mme. Paulmier | 
her husband, was contained in an articte 
written by a journalist named Turit, and 
not by M. Millerand or M. Ollivier. 

The article, it is presumed, was published 
Without M. Millerand’s knowledge. 

One of the bullets fired by Mme, Paul- 
mier entered M. Ollivier’s chest, and the 
other struck him in the armpit. 

Mme. Paulmier is a tall blonde. She was 
a noted Parisian beauty and still retains 
much of her elegance. She is prominent in 
the best society in the capital. 

After her arrest she said: 

“Press polemics have reached too base a 
level when women and children are at- 
tacked. In the absence of my husband, 
there was no alternative for me, but to 
secure justice for myself. If every woman 
thus attacked would do as I have done it 
would make these ignoble wretches mo:e 
cautious.

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well-born, well-bred gentleman and a man of science,” but his 
experience as a veterinary surgeon did not qualify him to 
discharge the duties of Surgeon-General of an army division.

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A CENTER OF EDUCATION. 


The parents of children who are not compelled to buy school 
books are so eager for their offspring to become educated that 
they have bought 87,000 extra text books for home work, and 
will soon have purchased 100,000 of such books, if the rate 
of buying keeps up. 

From motives of economy the school authorities decided 
that the free books shall not be taken home. When an outcry 
was raised that this would prevent home work the school di- 
rectors replied that home work was hot necessary in the case 
of children in the four lower grades; in fact it was prejudicial 
to the children. 

It is evident that the parents as-a general thing do not ac- 
cept this view, but believe that by having a set of school 
books at home the education of the child can be advanced 
more rapidly than without such aid. 

The parents who have taken this step may find themselves 
mistaken, but it is a gratifying thing that St. Louis parents 
and children have shown so much ambition. It proves that 
St. Louis Is the center of learning, as well as of material pros- 
perity, of the vast Mississippi Valley.

SOFT GINGERBREAD A LA BEBE.— 
Put pint of molasses in a bowl and add as 
much flour as you can work in the molasses. 
It should be a stiff dough. Put one (tea- 
spoonful of baking soda in one cup of hot 
water and two tablespoonfuls of butter on 
top of the molasses paste; pour the hot 
water over the butter and mix all well to- 
gether; add one teaspoonful ginger. Butter 
a long or square pan, lay a piece of but- 
tered paper in the pan, pour in the cake 
batter, smooth it and bake in slow oven. 
This gingerbread !s cheap and nice. It will 
keep in a cake box for several weeks. 

BREAD AND CHEESE—PAIN “eT 
FROMAGE.—In the best households breatl 
accumulates. Trim this stale bread as neat- 
ly as possible to squares, Make a sauce of 
a cupful of milk, half a cupful of grated 
cheese and two tablespoonfuls of melted 
butter. Lay the bread on a large baking 
dish. Pour the sauce over and bake until 
nicely browned. 


HOT MUFFINS (original)—Three cups of 
flour, two heaping teaspoonfuls of cream 
of tartar, sift three times; add level half- 
teaspoonful of salt, one tablespoonful of 
melted lard, one level teaspoonful of soda 
dissolved in a little boiling water, enough 
fresh milk to make a soft dough. Manip- 
ulate quickly. Blend thoroughly and roll 
and cut in in biscuit form half inch 
thick. In the meantime the griddle must 
be made hot and rubbed over with oil or 
lard. Place the dough on griddle, and when 
light and brown on under side turn and 
brown on upper side. Should be crisp on 
the outside, very tender inside, and pulled 
apart to butter and eat. A great improve- 
ment on home-made English muffins.

Everything Was Quiet During the 
Night and the Strikers Have 
Gone About Seeking Jobs.

Lightstone Hall, at Eleventh street and 
Franklin avenue, the meeting place of the 
striking linemen, was deserted Saturday 
morning and the former scenes of the line- 
men standing idly 
brances only. The strike, which has been 
on for nearly two months, was closed Fri- 
day night after a long debaie in which 
the division of sentiment was strongly dis- 
played. The meeting was largely attended 
and a vote taken as to the course to pur- 
sue ended in declaring the etrike off. 

Not a lineman could be found Saturday 
morning, and this is taken as evidence that 
each was out seeking his old position or 
work at any of the companies. There is a 
feeling of doubt in the minds of the line- 
men as to whether they can secure their 
former positions, thinking that the strike 
has gone a great way toward prejudicing 
the employers. 

At the Missouri-Edison Electric Light Co. 
Saturday morning it was said that they 
were unmolested Friday night by strikers, 
whom they accuse of cutting their wires 
in various parts of the city for spite. 

Mr. H. A. Wagner, superintendent of the 
company, said that the linemen had done 
no small amount of damage to his com- 
pany by nipping the wires, and that Thurs- 
day night one of his employes saw a man 
cut two wires at Twenty-second and Olive 
streets, then climb down and hasten into 
a house across the street. There were other 
wires cut at Miller street and Broadway 
California avenue and Potomac street anc 
Fourteenth street and Lafayette avenue. 

He predicted the end of the strfkKe sev- 
eral days ago and said that his ranks were 
almost filled up. Applications for Work are 
becoming more numerous at all of' the tel- 
egraph as well as the telephone companies 
in the city. Mr. Wagner anticipates no 
more trouble.

PICKED UP BY THE POLICE. 


He Is Unable to Account for His Con- 
dition or for the Loss of Large 
Sums of Money. 


Frederick Miller, a dentist, is at the City 
Hospital wondering how he got there and 
wondering where the money and drafts he 
had when he struck St. Louis have godne. 

Dr. Miller is about 40 years old, intelli- 
gent and has not the appearance of a drink- 
ing man. His recollection of events up to 
the time of taking a drink is good. After 
that he remembers nothing. 

The doctor says he practiced dentistry at 
La Belle, Mo., but was on his way to 
Springfield, Mo., where he expected to lo- 
eate. He arrived in St. Louis at 7 o’clock 
Friday morning. His train for Springfield 
did not leave for more than two hours and 
he stepped into the restaurant at Union 
Station and ordered breakfast. After eat- 
ing he walked across the street to some sa- 
loon and ordered a glass of liquor. 

He drank it and sat down to read a paper, 
He is positive he drank only one glass, but 
after that he remembered nothing until he 
awoke on a cot in the City Hospital Satur- 
day morning. ‘ 

Miller was picked up near Union Station 
Friday morning by a policeman, who _— 
posed he had a plain drunk to deal with. 
Miller was as limp as a rag and was unable 
to speak. The patrol wagon was called and 
he was sent to the Central District Police 
Statien. The desk sergeant confirmed the 
patrolman’s diagnosis and the dentist was 
locked up in the holdover, Capt. Reynolds 
inquired into Miller’s condition and found 
him in a comatose state. He appeared to 
be suffering from the effects of some drug 
and was sent to the City Hospital. . , 

Friday morning he had recovered con- 
sciousness, but said he was very weak. 
He was confident he had been drugged, 
though he has no idea how it occurred. 
He remembers of speaking to no stranger 
and is confident he was addressed:by no 
woman. When he reached St. Louis he 
had $50 in his pockets and drafts for a 
little more than $300. When he reached 
the hospital there was just 10 cents in his 
pockets. Miller is unmarried.
